Four other occupants of the private car escaped death or injury. 


They are Byron B. Curry, private secretary of Vice-President 


Melcher; Thomas B. Buzbee, attorney for the Rock Island for the 
States of Arkansas and Louisiana, and two negro porters. 


Engine Plows Through Wooden Car. 


The engine of the limited plowed its way through the wooden private 


car and was stopped by the steel coaches immediately ahead. The impaet 
shoved the standing train for a distance down the tracks, The engineer 
and fireman of the limited were injured. 


The limited carried sleeping cars only and withstood the impact. The 


express, except for the private car, was composed of coaches built of steel, 
The trains were due to pass south of Centralia, but because of the expresg 
being late the limited caught it at Kinmundy. 


The responsibility for the wreck, according to Coroner Grant Feather 


ling, who conducted an inquest into the death of the victims, lies between 
Harry J, Broeker, a flagman of train No. 3, and the engineer of the limited, 
Broeker testified at the inquest that he left his car and went back to flag 
the other train. 


‘‘T ran back with my white and red lantern,’’ he testified, ‘‘and gave 


Engineer Stuart the signals. He whistled, showing that he caught the 
signals, but it seemed to be too late for him to stop his engine.’’ 


The flagman testified that, in his opinion, the towerman at Edgewood 


was to blame. He said the towerman should have ‘‘blocked’’ No. 3 for 


en minutes, but that this was not done. 


Scarcity of Water Is Indirect Cause. 


The wreck is ascribed indirectly to the scarcity of water along the 


road. A special order makes it necessary for all trains to take water at 


Kinmundy and, a freight train which took water before the express, held 
the express longer than is customary. 
[t was said that a flagman on the express train had started back te 


Engineer Stuart of 
the second train did not see the tail lights of the other until he was almos¢ 
upon it, because of a curve in the track near the station.

On motion of counsel for the defense 
and with the consent of the prosecu- 
tion, Judge Rassieur continued the case 
to March 4. 

Thomas T. Fauntleroy, associated with 
John S. Leahy as Sansone’s counsel 
arose when the case was called and im- 
preseively said: 

Leoni Murdered. 

“Your Honor, we were prepared for 
trial until Friday, when our most im- 
portant witness was found foully mur- 
dered. 

“Salvatore Leoni, who would have tes- 
tified that our client killed Camarata in 
self-defense, is dead. I think there is no 
doubt that he was murdered by friends 
or partisans of Camarata to prevent him 
from testifying in this case.’’ 

Judge Rassieur said that if Sansone’s 
counsel would submit affidavits as to 
Sansone's death the trial could proceed 
and the testimony given by him at the 
former trial, when the jury disagreed, 
could be introduced as evidence. 

Special Prosecutor Charles P. Johnson 
arose to say that the State would not 


oppose a continuance, as it would be 
well to have the atmosphere cleared and 
all doubt as to Leoni’s death set aside 
before proceeding with the case.

Wells and the young woman, who {is 
passing as his niece, have been in Fal- 


mouth several weeks living quietly on 
the yacht. Wells devoted most of his 
time to fishing. The arrest was ef- 


fected quietly in the yacht’s cabin and 
the pair was taken to the police station, 
Where Wells said: 

“Tam the man about whom was writ- 
ten the song, ‘The Man Who Broke the 
Bank at Monte Carlo.’ ”’ 

The police assert he is identical with 
the Lucien Rivier who vanished sudden- 
ly from Paris last April after effecting 
a brilliant coup by promising to pay 
small investors 1 per cent a day on all 
money deposited with him. At first the 
bait was taken by only a few dupes, but 
later, as the interest was paid regularly, 
an enormous business was done. When 
lcivier- had collected $1,750,000 from 
I’'rance, he disappeared. The Parts de- 
tectives suspected that Mile. Peris had 
fied Wit®*®Rivier and set a watch on her 
s‘ster. Their vigilance Was rewarded by 
letters that gave them the clew which 
they followed to this place.

His Original Testimony Was De- 

nial of Conversation on 
Train About Bribery.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — That 
Charles McGowan, a contractor living 
at Regina, Saskatchewan, Canada, re- 
ceived $1500 for his testimony in behalf 
of Senator Lorimer before the Senate 
Investigating Committee will be alleged 
by the opponents of Lorimer when the 
Committee resumes jts sessions this 
week. 
John H. McGowan, father of the wit- 
ness, arrived here last night. He said 
his son would appear voluntarily and 
submit to cross-examination. He said 
the son was now en route to this city. 
The elder McGowan declared that if his 
son did receive $1500 for his previous 
testimony it did not more than make 
him even for traveling expenses and 
loss of time. 
McGowan lives at Elora. on 
latchewan River. He said somebody 
called him on the long distance tele- 
phone from Toronto, giving the name 
of Burns. He did not know who de- 
sired to see him. 

Hines After McGowan, Too.

‘““Yankee”’ First. 


Kai Shing. a bright-eyed 1ll-year-old 
Chinese, who is a guest at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel, has a great ambition. He 
hopes some day to be President of the 
United States of China. 

Kai is here with his uncle, Ng Poon 
Chew of San Francisco, founder and 
editor of the first daily Chinese news- 
paper established in the United States, 
the Chun Sai Yat Po. Translated this 
means the Chinese National Daily News. 

Before little Kai Shing becomes éi:- 
gible for the presidency of China his 
uncle will make a ‘‘Yankee” of him. 
The boy is now on his way to a private 
in Rhode Island. 

In becoming a ‘‘Yankee’’ first and Chi- 
nese republican afterwards Kai 
his uncle says, will follow the example 
of Dr. Sun, provisional president 
China, who was born in Hawaii under 
the American flag and is therefore by 
birth a citizen of the United States, 

Editor Ne was educated in Presby- 
terian schools in California. For years 
he has been a leader in the Chinese re- 
form movement which brought about the 
present revolution. He will lecture be- 
fore the Contemporary Club on the 
cause and effect of revolution Monday 
night, and at the City Club dinner Tues- 
day he will speak on the awakening of 
China. 

Education of the people through mod- 
ern newspapers has been the greatest 
force in bringing about the revolution, 
he says. 

“Hatred of the Manchus caused the 
people to rise against them,’’ said Ng at 
the Jefferson Monday. ‘‘Think of a con- 
C'tion where millions of people are ruled 
by. a foreign clan whose only object is 
to squeeze all the money it can from 
the people and give nothing in return. 
Fvery Manchu at birth receives a pen- 
sion which is sufficient to support him 
for life. The money to pay these pen- 
‘ons is wrung from the Chinese. Thus 
far most of the inhabitants of China 
lsee in the revolution only an effort to 
| shake off the Manchu yoke. They are 
| fighting for that rather than for a re- 
[publican form of government. But it

Stafford, England, a city of 25,000, owns its own 
gas plant, and has owned it for 33 vears. The 
highest price for lighting gas is 65 cents per 1000 
feet. The average allround price paid after all] 
discounts is 37 cents per 1000 feet. 

The gross receipts during its last vear were 
$162,899, and the expenses $93,930. Since the city 
took over the gas plant it had reduced its bonded 
indebtedness from $550,673 to $182,189, reduced 
tax levies by $286,019, and-set aside a reserve 
fund for reconstruction, 3 

It is hardly necessary to add that the gas plant 
is not operated by officials chosen by popular 
vote. It is run as a separate corporation, and 
pays taxes, but, although it is owned by the city, 
its operation is in the hands of expert gas sii 
Its balance sheet is exactly like that of any pri- 
vately owned gas plant, so that no juggliug covers 
up any of the to make a lower eost 
showing.

There has been much discussion lately about the 
lack of heat on our street cars. Mr. Warren Me- 
Ginnis, in the Post-Dispatch, kindly gave the 
sections of the ordinances covering this item. These 
ordinances permit a temperature of 40 degrees F, 
which is far too low for comfort health. The
